A BY-ELECTION has been 
called in Walsall following 
the death of Labour leader 
and long-serving councillor 
Tim Oliver. 

Voters will go to the polls 
on July 24 for the Birchills 
Leamore ward. Nomination 
papers are available from 
now until the closing date of 
June 27 at 4pm. 

Councillor Oliver, whose 
funeral took place last week, 
passed away, aged 56, fol¬ 
lowing a battle with cancer. 

He represented Birchills 
and Leamore ward for 18 
years and was also director 
of Palfrey Community Asso¬ 
ciation. He had been leader 
of the Labour group on Wal¬ 
sall Council since May 2005. 

Councillor Oliver’s fam¬ 
ily invited donations to be 
made to Pancreatic Cancer 
UK and Macmillan Can¬ 
cer Support. Hundreds of 
mourners turned out to pay 
tribute to Councillor Oliver 
at last Thursday’s memo¬ 
rial service at Walsall Town 
Hall. Mr Oliver was former 
captain of Walsall Health 
Cricket Club’s Sunday team. 
He started playing for the 
club in the late 1980s along 
with a number of colleagues 
from his other team Walsall 
Phoenix. 

A memorial cricket match 
is planned for later this 
year, although the exact de¬ 
tails have yet to be finalised.

SHE has proved herself a superstar 
in the swimming pool and a budding 
Mary Berry in the kitchen. Now the 
multi-talented Paralympian Ellie Sim¬ 
monds has turned her hand to writing 
children’s fiction. 

The Walsall swimmer was back in 
the Midlands when she signed copies 
of her latest book, a work of fiction 
which makes good use of her culinary 
know-how. 

Queues formed at Waterstones book 
shop in Birmingham on Saturday as 
the four-times gold medallist auto¬ 
graphed copies of Elbe’s Magic Bakery 
and chatted to fans. 


The book, just published, may be 
her first fiction work but it is very 
much based on her own experience. It 
tells the story of a girl called Ellie who, 
like the author, has achondroplasia, 
the most common form of dwarfism. 

In the fairytale version, the charac¬ 
ter grows up with cruel relatives who 
run a bakery. Her world changes for 
the better when she finds a magic rec¬ 
ipe for a cake that solves all her prob¬ 
lems. The 19-year-old, of Aldridge, 
loved reading as a child, particularly 
the Tracy Beaker books by top-sell¬ 
ing author Jacqueline Wilson, and 
has long harboured a desire to write 


her own fantasy book about baking. 
Speaking recently about the finished 
result, she said: “It’s magical. It’s 
about how the character can overcome 
things. It’s trying to show kids that if 
they set their mind to something, they 
can overcome anything.” 

Ellie was the youngest British ath¬ 
lete at the 2008 summer Paralympics 
in Beijing aged just 13. 

She won two gold medals and fol¬ 
lowed the feat with two more golds at 
the 2012 Paralympics. Last year she 
was crowned star baker when she took 
part in Comic Reliefs celebrity version 
of The Great British Bake Off.

COMMUNITY leaders have lashed 
out at the council claiming their wish¬ 
es to save a neighbourhood centre 
from demolition were ignored as the 
bulldozers move in. 


Dartmouth House, in Walsall is being pulled 
down, despite a campaign to save it. 


Services have been moved 
out of the venue after Rye- 
croft Neighbourhood Re¬ 
source Centre was given a 
25-year lease to run services 
in New Forest Road. 

It comes after campaign¬ 
ers gathered outside Wal¬ 
sall Town Hall to protest 
against the plans. 

The Dartmouth Neigh¬ 
bourhood Forum and 
Community Care Entertain¬ 
ments had been trying to 
put together a business plan 
to run community services 
from Dartmouth House. 

But council bosses in Wal¬ 
sall said more than £287,000 
would have to be spent on 
repairs and maintenance 
over five years to preserve 
the facility, which was la¬ 
belled unaffordable. 

Services such as the NHS 
rehabilitation centre have 
moved out of the building, 
in Ryecroft Place, which is 
now vacant. 

Ward councillor Ian Hen¬ 
derson said: “If Dartmouth 
House had been saved, the 
community had planned to 
run a day centre with meals, 
evening entertainment, 
health facilities, welfare ad¬ 
vice and eventually a tenant 
Management Association 
for the benefit of more than 
350 local elderly residents. 

“Ryecroft is one of a num¬ 
ber of areas in Walsall that 
have been forgotten over 
many years with closure of 
the local library and a num-

her of shops, leaving very 
little for local residents.” 

He added the community 
had been ‘totally ignored 
and snubbed’ . 

Pam Spinks, chairwoman 
of the Dartmouth Neigh¬ 
bourhood Forum, said: “We 
are amazed at the speed the 
demolition is taking place. I 
would also be amazed if any 
of the decision makers had 
set foot in Dartmouth House 
and seen what an asset it 
would have been to the com¬ 
munity.” 

Council chiefs stood by 
their decision to demolish 
the property during a cab¬ 
inet meeting where it was 
discussed earlier this year. 
Council leader Mike Bird 
said he wanted to see the 
building demolished as soon 
as possible as the council 
could not afford to pay the 
costs of security. The demo¬ 
lition of Dartmouth House is 
expected to be completed by 
the middle of next month. 


Hopes on 
start for 
hundreds 
of homes 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
project which will transform 
derelict land in Walsall with 
hundreds of new homes 
could start within months - 
years ahead of schedule. 

A total of £50 million is 
being ploughed into the Go- 
scote regeneration project it 
has been announced. 

It was initially thought 
that it may take until 2016 
for builders to move onto 
site - but Walsall Housing 
Group spokesman Steve 
Hayes said if plans are ap¬ 
proved and funding is se¬ 
cured from the Homes and 
Communities Agency, work 
on site will start in October 
with a full completion date 
four years later. 

Walsall Housing Group is 
now aiming to get funding 
secured for the 412 home 
scheme - part of a partner¬ 
ship with national housing 
and regeneration company 
Keepmoat. It is being de¬ 
scribed as the most signif¬ 
icant development project 
the housing group has un- 

de Car k o e ie’Wildman of WHG 
said: “The completed 

scheme would see a total re¬ 
generation of the area with 
a mix new homes for both 
rent and sale.” 

A total of 177 affordable 
rent and 235 properties for 
sale are being planned for 
land off Shakespeare Cres¬ 
cent, Keats Road and Chau¬ 
cer Road.

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Building work starts for new homes 


BUILDING work is under way at a 
former door factory site, where new 
homes are being created. 

The old Jebron site in Darlaston 
is being converted into 55 houses 
and 12 flats under a scheme to in¬ 
crease housing and improve the ar¬ 
ea’s image. 

Construction work is under way 
for the new properties being built 
on the land between Bright Street 


and School Street. Hoardings sur¬ 
round the premises off Darlaston 
Road in King’s Hill and digging ma¬ 
chines can be seen at work. 

The scheme was granted plan¬ 
ning permission by Walsall Council 
last year. Jebron was involved in the 
manufacturing of doors and fittings, 
and went into administration in De¬ 
cember 2010 with the loss of 65 jobs. 

Walsall-based foundry group 


Chamberlin & Hill then bought the 
assets of Jebron Ltd for £162,000. 

Darlaston South ward represent¬ 
ative Councillor Chris Bott said: 
“This is just what the King’s Hill 
community has been asking for. 
The new development is very much 
welcomed.” 

The project by developers Galli- 
ford Try Partnerships has attracted 
£50,000 towards improvements at 


King’s Hill Park. There are also 
plans in the pipeline to transform 
the old Servis UK washing machine 
site in nearby Darlaston Road that 
was demolished more than three 
years ago. 

A planning application for hun¬ 
dreds of homes has been submitted 
1 by developer West Register Ltd, 
which is part of Royal Bank of Scot¬ 
land (RBS) to transform the land.

Yobs attack dozens of trees

A TOTAL of 70 trees were destroyed, dam¬ 
aged or stolen in a vandal attack in Walsall. 

The trees were targeted at Aldridge Air¬ 
port over the weekend and included some 
which had been planted by school children. 

Yobs destroyed 20 street trees and then 
damaged or stole around 50 others put in 
by volunteers in a community orchard. The 
majority of which were stolen. 

Officers from Walsall Council’s clean and 
green services have launched a clean up 
after the attack, which comes after a memo¬ 
rial tree to nine year-old Jamie Cartwright 
was vandalised. 

He died from an infection caused by dust 
of building work inside Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital while receiving follow-up 


treatment after twice overcoming leukae¬ 
mia. The tree was put in Walsall Arboretum 
in his memory. 

More than 30 trees at Warley Woods 
Park in Smethwick also had bark stripped 
of their trunks using a knife last month. 

Leisure and culture chief councillor An¬ 
thony Harris said: “I just can’t understand 
why vandals would do this - ruining both 
the efforts of hard-working volunteers and 
the environmental benefits that trees bring. 
We will reassess the trees that have been 
attacked at Aldridge Airport in the autumn 
and consider whether to replace them. 

“In the meantime I would urge anyone 
with any information to pass this on to the 
police. Let’s get the culprits stopped.” 


Action by 
fire crews 
planned 
in dispute 

FIREFIGHTERS across the 
West Midlands and Staf¬ 
fordshire will be on strike 
today, Thursday, as part 
of three days of strike this 
month, the Fire Brigades 
Union has announced. 

The action is also set to 
take place on Friday 13 and 
Saturday 21 as the FBU’s 
dispute with the Govern¬ 
ment over pensions contin¬ 
ues. Members will walk out 
for 24 hours from 9am for 
this week’s protest and for 
seven hours on June 21 be¬ 
tween 10am and 5pm. It is 
the eighth round of strikes 
since the dispute began be¬ 
tween the FBU and the Gov¬ 
ernment in September. 

They last went on strike 
in May against the Gov¬ 
ernment’s plans for a later 
retirement age, as well as 
changes to pensions. The 
union argues that firefight¬ 
ers in their late 50s face 
being sacked or seeing their 
pension reduced by half. 

Staffordshire Chief Fire 
officer Peter Dartford has 
warned residents to be extra 
vigilant. He said: “It is very 
disappointing that another 
strike, consisting of two 
separate periods, has been 
announced. As before we 
will be putting contingency 
plans in place to provide the 
best possible emergency re¬ 
sponse cover.”

Pension 
robber in 
18 month 
jail term 

A ROBBER who picked an 
elderly man’s pension from 
his pocket while he waited 
at a bus stop has been jailed 
for 18 months. 

The 75-year-old has just 
collected his weekly pen¬ 
sion from Caldmore Post 
Office in Walsall when drug 
addict Keith Reid pounced, 
stealing the £140.

HE was described as ‘deter¬ 
mined’ and ‘devoted’ and some¬ 
one with a ‘wicked sense of hu¬ 
mour’ and ‘innate courage.’ 

Last Thursday, hundreds of mourn¬ 
ers turned out to say their final good¬ 
byes to the Labour group leader on 
Walsall Council, Tim Oliver, who lost 
his long battle with cancer last month. 

Family and friends paid emotional trib¬ 
utes to the 56-year-old during a memorial 
service at Walsall Town Hall. 

Mr Oliver had been councillor for the 
Birchills and Leamore ward for 18 years 
since 1996 and was also director of Palfrey 
Community Association. 

He had a 12-year stint as leader of the 
Labour party. 

Walsall Labour Councillor Sean Cough- 
lan, who was first introduced to Mr Oliver 
in the 1980s, struggled to hold back the 
tears as he delivered his eulogy. 

He said: “I have had some really good 
times with Tim and some difficult ones. 
This is probably the most difficult one. 

Integrity 

“He was the best leader Walsall Coun¬ 
cil never had. The thing that really shone 
out was his commitment to Walsall Labour 
group. His integrity was second to none. He 
had a wicked sense of humour. Tim loved 
the banter of being in a political party .” 

Councillor Coughlan said despite being in 
pain during the final stages of his illness, 
his friend, who was a fanatical Wrexham FC 
fan, never lost the will to discuss political 
issues or his dry sense of humour. 

Mr Oliver’s death came less than two 
days after his party gained two seats in the 
local elections and look set to form a minor¬ 
ity administration. He passed away four 
days before his 57th birthday. 

Councillor Coughlan said his late friend 
‘needed’ to know how his beloved Labour 
had done in the May elections before he 
slipped away. 

And he added spending time with Welsh- 
born Mr Oliver during his final days in hos¬ 
pital and taking care of him had been ‘one 
of the most humbling experiences’ of his 
life. Through tears he finished off by saying: 
“Tim my friend, I will miss you.” 

Mr Oliver’s friend Tim Howard also 


spoke at the service. The pair met 30 years 
ago at Alumwell School, where they both 
worked. Mr Howard said: “He had many, 
many friends. Tim’s dignity, humanity and 
innate courage drew people to him. 

“He was a very rare person. You always 
knew where you stood with him. He had no 
ego. He was my true friend. He will always 
be in my head and my heart.” 

The funeral cortege arrived at Palfrey 
Community Centre at 12.30pm where it 
stopped for 30 minutes for people to pay 
their respects. The service at the town hall 
began at 1.30pm and lasted an hour. 

Mr Oliver’s coffin, decorated with red and 
white flowers, was carried into the town 


hall. A number of Welsh songs, including 
Ar Hyd Y Nos and Myfanwy, were sung at 
the service, and The Red Flag was played, 
which is the semi-official anthem of the La¬ 
bour Party 

Mr Oliver’s brother Andie also paid trib¬ 
ute to his sibling at the service, saying: “He 
was always there and prepared to fight my 
corner. 

“Tim the son was challenging at times 
but always there for his parents and a great 
source of pride for both of them. He was de¬ 
termined and devoted, and I always thought 
I would see him again.” 

He described Mr Oliver, a keen cricket 
player, as being a ‘warrior’ out on the pitch 


and he joked that he was ‘not too shoddy a 
player’ either. 

Mr Oliver was former captain of Walsall 
Health Cricket Club’s Sunday team. 

He started playing for the club in the late 
1980s along with a number of colleagues 
from his other team Walsall Phoenix. 

A memorial cricket match is planned for 
later this year, although the exact details 
have yet to be finalised. 

After the service, a private funeral took 
place followed by refreshments at the coun¬ 
cil house. Donations were made to two 
charities - Pancreatic Cancer UK and Mac¬ 
millan Cancer Support - at the request of 
Mr Oliver’s family.

Nightmares for girl 
following dog attack

A WALSALL schoolgirl was badly 
bitten and scratched in an attack 
by a dog in an alleyway, which 
has left her suffering nightmares. 

Teenager Georgia Manns was with 
two friends when the attack took place 
about a mile from her home in Darlas- 
ton during the half term break. 

She was taken to Manor Hospital for 
treatment to several wounds up to 3cm 
deep. 

Police are investigating the incident. 

It is understood that the dog, a Japanese 
Akita, has been seized from its owner. 

Georgia, aged 14, filed past the animal 
and a woman, who had it on a lead, after 
encountering them in an alleyway off 
School Street, Darlaston. 

But the dog jumped on the youngster’s 
back as she passed. Her mother Deborah 
Manns, of Wood Street, said: “The dog was 
growling as they approached, so they kept 
to one side because the passageway was 
narrow but it went for Georgia. The woman 
couldn’t control it. 

“Georgia’s got puncture wounds in her 
backside and scars all down her back. Luck¬ 
ily she’s quite tall and she managed to keep 
her balance.” 

Distressed 

She said the attack had left her daughter 
fearful of dogs. 

Mrs Manns, 37, went to the distressed 
teenager’s aid after receiving a phone call 
from her. 

“She was screaming in pain. When I got 
to her, she was a mess, her clothes were 
ripped and covered in blood. I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it. It had bitten through two trackie 
tops and a vest. 

“She is still very sore and has nightmares 
about what happened. 

“It’s also affected my little boy. He came 
screaming to me in the park the other day 
because there was a dog there. But the po¬ 
lice have told me no further action is being 
taken.” 

West Midland Police spokesman Peter 
Edney said: “The teenager went to walk 
past the dog, who was on a lead, and as she 
did the dog jumped up and bit the girl on 
the back. 

“She was taken to hospital and was 
treated for puncture wounds and scratches. 
Police were called and the owner voluntar¬ 
ily handed the dog over to police.”

He will also be pioneering the 
use of digital imaging in his role, 
which will cover Sandwell, Dud¬ 
ley, Walsall and Wolverhampton 
as he takes over from Robin Bal¬ 
main, who is to retire after 40 
years as a coroner. Mr Siddique 


said: “I am absolutely delighted 
to have been given the opportu¬ 
nity to serve the diverse commu¬ 
nities of the Black Country and 
wish to build upon the work of 
the retiring coroner, Mr Balmain. 

“I am keen to fully exploit the 
use of digital working - including 
pioneering the use of digital im¬ 
aging - and delivering a timely 
and effective coronial service by 
putting the families of the be¬ 
reaved at the heart of the inquest 
process”. 

Mr Siddique had been an as¬ 
sistant coroner for Coventry and 
Warwickshire since 2010 and he 
is currently the deputy coroner 


for Birmingham and Solihull. He 
had previously worked in med¬ 
ical genetics, as a solicitor and 
as chief crown prosecutor for 
Warwickshire and deputy chief 
crown prosecutor for the West 
Midlands. 

Sandwell Council made the 
appointment on Monday. Deputy 
leader Councillor Mahboob Hus¬ 
sain welcomed Mr Siddique to the 
role.

Book lifts lid on concerns over Kyle's death

A DOCTOR who lost two appeals against un¬ 
fair dismissal after emailing a prayer to col¬ 
leagues has written a book about his battle 
with NHS bosses. 

Dr David Drew claimed he was sacked 
as senior paediatric consultant for Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust in December 2010 after 
emailing a prayer to colleagues and being told 
to ‘refrain from using religious references’ at 
work. 

The doctor had also raised concerns over a 
case where an infant was sent home and died 
and alleged there was bullying and under¬ 
staffed wards. But the trust had argued that 
Dr David Drew a former consultant Dr Drew, of Anchorage Road, Sutton Coldfield, 



had failed to accept recommendations made fol¬ 
lowing an independent review sparked by him 
lodging a grievance against a colleague. 

He was dismissed for gross misconduct and 
insubordination, for failing to accept recom¬ 
mendations from the review and for also dis¬ 
closing confidential information. 

His new book titled Little Stories of Life 
and Death launched at the Royal Society of 
Medicine in London. It charts Dr Drew’s life 
story and experiences of working in hospitals 
at home and abroad. 

Dr Drew, aged 66, revealed he initially did 
not want to write the book and was urged 
to publish his experiences by his eldest son 


Simon, 40. “He started writing it up, but I im¬ 
mediately felt I could write my own story better 
I feel I’ve got things off my chest. We did a lot 
of research.” The autobiography is dedicated to 
Walsall youngster Kyle Keen who died, aged 16 
months, in 2006. His story and photograph are 
featured in the account. 

Kyle, was admitted to Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital with a brain bleed. He had been shaken 
by his stepfather Tyrone Matthews, who was 
given a six-and-a-half prison sentence for man¬ 
slaughter. 

A review into his treatment is being carried 
out by Manor chiefs. His book costs £10.99 and 
will soon be at Waterstones in Walsall.

improve the way patient 
information is managed. 

But frustrated workers 
say they are struggling to fit 
all their work into their day, 
fearing it could lead to mis¬ 
takes in booking appoint¬ 
ments and clinics. 

Workers were recruited 
on a three-month contract 
to help - but bosses say the 
issues are taking longer 
than expected to solve. 

A report by Steve Darkes, 
director of informatics, 
says: “A number of issues 
have arisen as part of the 
implementation that the 
Trust needs to get on top of 
to provide a stable base for 
the staff to adapt to the new 
system and for the Trust to 
have timely and accurate in¬ 
formation. 

He says the staff have 
made a ‘valuable’ contri¬ 
bution and that progress is 
being made. 

But he admits: “Undoubt¬ 
edly there is still a high de¬ 
gree of frustration for end 
users in getting to grips 
with the system.” 

The Lorenzo system will 
eventually mean the re¬ 
moval of the need for staff 
to physically retrieve paper 
files from storage rooms. 

Latest figures show the 
cost of temporary workers 
at the hospital has dropped 
to below £1.5 million a 
month, as bosses battle to 
save money. The bill rose 
to as high as £2m last year 
and was still up to £1.8m 
on agency, locum and bank 
workers at the start of 2014.

Veterans returned to the 
scene to mark 70 years 
since D-Day. DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT reports 

A SPITFIRE plane escorted a 
group of West Midlands war 
veterans back to Normandy 
for the 70th anniversary of the 
D-Day landings. 

Meanwhile others who went to 
France were greeted as heroes by 
schoolchildren who wanted to pose 
for pictures with them. 

Ken Reynolds, aged 90, from Hed¬ 
nesford, Geoff Ensor, 90, of Merry Hill, 
Wolverhampton, 88-year-old Ron Davies 
from Walsall and Frank Corbett from 
Bloxwich were part of a group of 31 peo¬ 
ple flown into Normandy in 10 private 
jets organised by the millionaire adver¬ 
tising agency boss Trevor Beattie. 

And as a special surprise the veterans 
were accompanied part of the way by a 
Spitfire. 

Milestone 

Funds were raised through Birming¬ 
ham-born Mr Beattie’s charity, the Jack 
and Ada Beattie Foundation. 

Working with comedian Eddie Izzard, 
Mr Beattie helped to raise funds to make 
sure veterans could make the trip back 
for the milestone occasion. 

Another group of six West Midlands 
war veterans also travelled over with a 
group from the ACE Academy in Tipton. 

Joe Davies, a 91-year-old former police 
superintendent from Compton, served 
with the Royal Army Service Corps. 

He spent last Thursday in Arroman- 
ches where children ran up to veterans 
and asked to kiss them on the cheek. 


He said: “It’s very emotional. It is 
a fantastic atmosphere and I’ve never 
seen anything like it. 

“There are so many people who have 
wanted to take photographs with us. 

“Children have been coming up to 
say ‘thank you very much’. We’re going 
to Caen where we will lay wreaths. 

“It is our privilege and honour to be 
here.” 

Others with Mr Davies were Arthur 
Jones, aged 88 from Pendeford, 91-year- 
old Stanley Caldicott, from Warley, 
who served with the RAF, and Dennis 
Moodie, also 91 and from Lichfield, who 


was a Royal Artillery wireless operator 
with the 94th field regiment and Dennis 
Thompson, aged 88 and from Muxton 
in Telford. 

The 70th anniversary of D-Day 
proved the last formal event for the 
Normandy Veterans Association. 

On Thursday, the Princess Royal led 
tributes to the heroes who took part 
and the many who died in the landings 
in 1944. 

Anne, commodore in chief of the 
Royal Navy in the Portsmouth area, at¬ 
tended a drumhead service on Southsea 
Common, Portsmouth, along with vet¬ 


erans and serving members of the armed 
forces. It included a demonstration of a 
beach assault by British Marines and 
their Dutch counterparts. 

Following a rendition of the Last Post, 
a silence was held to remember those 
who died in the landings and the service 
concluded with the National Anthem. 

Matthew Guymer, 90, a former Mayor 
of Stafford, who served as a major with 
the 11th Hussars Prince Albert’s Own, 
said: “I think it’s the last time I will be 
able to come down at my age. I am very 
proudand I am delighted to have the op¬ 
portunity to meet the other veterans.”

David 
Cameron says he’ll do it by the 
end of 2017 but only if he wins 
the next election. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin’s 
plan, while not popular with ei¬ 
ther of the big parties, would 
mean whoever wins next year 
governs knowing whether or not 
they are going to have to with¬ 
draw Britain from the union. If 
the referendum is delayed, the 
next five years will mean the 
Government having to come up 
with a plan for each eventuality. 

Well at least it would give 
them something to do.

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
has extended an olive branch to 
newly-elected Labour and UKIP 
councillors and offered to work 
with them. He’s sent his con¬ 
tact details and even goes far 
enough to say what many Tories 
dare not: “UKIP are our political 
cousins.” 

UKIP loves to say how it takes 
votes off Labour as much as 
from the Tories, evidenced by 
its council seat gains in areas 
like Coseley. 

The big picture shows it’s 
the Tories who suffer most. 
Tony Blair won three terms be¬ 
cause he appealed to the centre 
ground, as opposed to core La¬ 
bour supporters.What Chris Kel¬ 
ly is doing now is talking about 
how he shares ‘somewhere in 
the region of three-quarters of 
the views of the UKIP councillors 
elected’. 

He will have to avoid appear¬ 
ing to dilute the things that at¬ 
tracted former Labour voters to 
him in the first place. But if the 
Tories want to neutralise UKIP 
the election will be fought not on 
the centre ground, but on com¬ 
mon ground.

Uncertain 
future of 
iconic HQ 
building 


UNCERTAINTY surrounds the future of the 
iconic Walsall Police Station building after 
councillors disagreed over what should hap¬ 
pen to the building when officers move out. 

The station is set to close with officers moved into 
the council’s civic centre to cut costs. Walsall’s Con¬ 
servative Council leader Mike Bird has previously 
revealed the council was keen to take over the site. 


And he said bosses could 
even look to attract a hotel 
chain to take it over - if the 
police were willing to sell it 
to the council. 

But the Labour group, 
which could form a minor¬ 
ity administration to run 
the council later this month 
after winning seats at the 
local elections, has also spo¬ 
ken out about the future of 
the site. And deputy leader 
Councillor Sean Coughlan 
said the party would not 
commit to any development. 

The police have not yet 
announced what could be 
done with the multi-sto¬ 
rey building, on a major 
gateway into the centre. 
Councillor Bird said work is 
already being carried out at 
the civic centre to accommo¬ 
date officers. 

However Councillor 
Coughlan said: “What we 
don’t want is for the coun-

cil to take on a building that 
will end up as a blight on 
the landscape with noth¬ 
ing being done to it. So we 
would need to make sure 
that any plans were viable.” 

Up to 200 officers would 
relocate to the Darwall 
Street civic centre. The cur¬ 
rent Bloxwich Police Station 
would become the borough’s 
main HQ. Senior figures had 
raised concerns that a police 
presence would be lost in 
the heart of the borough.

The doc¬ 
tors said it was an airborne infection. 

“Because I was in hospital I had to 
cancel a fun day I’d organised in Wil- 
lenhall and also a hike over the Mal¬ 
vern Hills. 

“It’s been a massive setback for me 
because fundraising plays such a mas¬ 
sive part in the competition. It really 
has hampered my preparations. 

“I have let the organisers of Miss 
England know what happened so they 
understand why I haven’t raised as 
much money as the other girls.” 

Miss Sumner, who lives in Bentley, 
Walsall, will compete against 59 other 

S oman in the final of Miss England 
us weekend. 

She has so far raised around £100 
for charity as part of her involvement 
in the contest. She took part in Race 
for Life at Walsall Arboretum last 
month before she came down with 
shingles. 

As part of her Miss England in¬ 


volvement she has also had to make 
an environmentally-friendly item of 
clothing, which was a dress made from 
scraps of leather. 

Miss Sumner added: “I’m really 
looking forward to the final. I’ve got 
my family coming down with me. I re¬ 
ally wanted to win Miss Black Coun¬ 


try which I did. It would be lovely to 
win Miss England but I’m just looking 
forward to the experience of being in 
the final. 

“It has really boosted my confi¬ 
dence.”

POLICE have widened their search for a woman who went 
missing from her home in the Black Country. 

Amanda Hawkins was last seen at the supported ac¬ 
commodation where she lives in Sutton Road, Moxley, at 
around 9am on Friday, May 30.

We’ve alerted local bus 
companies, we’ve conducted house-to-house enquiries and 
officers have searched the Moxley neighbourhood. Stafford¬ 
shire Police have also been alerted to her disappearance so 
that they can search Stafford. We’ve also asked them to 
search Lichfield as she has been found there before when 
missing and her mum says she loves to visit the cathedral.”

Morphine 
fears call 
by coroner 
over death 


A CORONER is writing to government health 
bosses over the dangers of inadvertently 
administering morphine - after an inquest 
heard that a pensioner suffered an overdose 
of the pain control drug at a care home. 

Bridget Cahill died from a drug overdose which 
had been built up over a long period of time. 


A post mortem found that 
the 77-year-old’s body could 
not get rid of small amounts 
of the drug. 

The widow, formerly of 
Waddington Avenue, Great 
Barr, had been a resident 
at Cedar Falls Care Home 
in Bescot Rd, Walsall, for 
around five weeks when she 
became ill last September. 

Shortly before that, she 
had spent time in Rowley 
Regis Hospital after picking 
up an infection. On Septem¬ 
ber 10, she was admitted 
to Walsall Manor Hospital 
after staff at Cedar Falls 
noticed she was unrespon¬ 
sive. She also had pinpoint 
pupils, an indication of too 
much morphine in her sys¬ 
tem. 

She was given an antidote 
but suffered a bout of vomit¬ 
ing. She was treated for the 
symptoms but deteriorated 
and died the following day, 
the inquest heard. Patholo-

gist Dr Iqbal Desi told the 
inquest at Walsall Manor 
Hospital that the concen¬ 
tration of morphine in her 
blood was not high. He said: 
“It was quite clear the over¬ 
dose had been building up 
over a long period but she 
also had heart disease.” 

Mrs Tania Mason, care 
manager at Cedar Falls, 
said it appeared the medica¬ 
tion had reacted to her body 
salts. 

West Midlands coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
that death had been due 
to the effects of morphine 
correctly prescribed and 
administered but added: 
“It seems to me right that 
I should take the matter up 
with NICE. We need to look 
at this question of the dan¬ 
gers and why make some 
people have overdoses.”

£400,000 project. 

The machines have re¬ 
cently been installed by 
London Midland and Cen¬ 
tro at Four Oaks, Redditch, 
Bournville, Northfield, Selly 
Oak, Bloxwich and Rugeley 
Town stations. 

London Midland and Cen¬ 
tro are spending more than 
£400,000 on ticket machines 
this year with five more due 
to go in at Rowley Regis, 
Bloxwich North, Stour¬ 
bridge Junction, Landywood 
and Alvechurch.

Campaigners' joy after 
reprieve on pub scheme

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save 
a closure-threatened Walsall pub 
from becoming shops have won a 
reprieve after the developer with¬ 
drew from an appeal hearing. 

Residents had been fighting plans by 
owner Red Star Estates Limited to turn 
The Magic Lantern in Beechdale, into a 
convenience store and four shop units. 

The company had planning permission to 
redevelop the site, despite hundreds of objec¬ 
tions and an action group’s bid to keep it for 
the community. 

A successful application was made to Wal¬ 
sall Council to get the Cavendish Road pub 
recognised as an asset of community value, 
giving residents the chance to club together 
and buy the building should it come up for 
sale. 

The developer then lodged an appeal 
against the move at Walsall County Court 
that was due to be heard on May 29. 

Birchills and Leamore representative 
Councillor Tina Jukes said: “There is no 
appeal, they pulled out the morning it was 
due to be heard at court so the Lantern at 
present stays as a pub which is fabulous for 
the community of Beechdale. We are over the 
moon. 

“It’s what the community and the resi¬ 
dents want. The pub is still open for business 
and people are holding events there. 

“The owner was taking Walsall Council to 
a tribunal over the decision to create a com¬ 
munity asset management. 

“Their objection was that because the 
building has been given this new status they 
can’t now create the retail space.” 

She said the failure of the hearing to go 
ahead means that more entertainment 
nights can be planned for the venue situ¬ 
ated at the junction with Bloxwich Lane and 
Bentley Lane. 

The next event will be a ska disco. A Face- 
book page has also been set up to promote 
the campaign. 

Red Star Estates Limited had hoped to 
start the building work earlier this year and 
said it had tenants already lined up for the 
scheme that would create 16 jobs if it went 
ahead.

Awesome 
warp speed 
car but at 
what a cost

The race for power, pace and prestige has 
been well and truly joined by the German tri¬ 
umvirate of Audi, BMW and Mercedes, all of 
whom have produced fire-breathing beasts 
which wouldn’t look out of place on a Formu¬ 
la 1 track. 

A product of the finest technology the Audi RS7 is 
simply awesome, the 560ps four litre twin turbo V8 
delivering warp speed and power as the firm seeks 
to attract the big spenders in search of thrills on four 
wheels. 

It is a huge, stunning-looking car, sleek, curved and an¬ 
gled in all the right places and shod with 20 inch alloys - 
although the stylish 21 inch five-spoke bladed black wheels 
on this model are the matter of another £2,000. 

But it does look good as do all RS models, with its low 
stance, its predatory-looking lights with LED surrounds and 
all the red RS badging and trim exuding a look of power - 
and it it doesn’t fail to deliver. 

Harnessed to Audi’s quattro four-wheel drive system and 
a seamless eight speed automatic gearbox, the car powers 
from 0-60mph in 3.9 seconds - and just for the record, if you 
can get it on a race track or the German autobahn, it has 
a top speed of nearly 190mph. The eight-speed automatic 
gearbox is barely registers the gear changes, but if you like 
you can have fun with paddles behind the steering wheels. 

The acceleration is enough to have you and your passen¬ 
gers reaching for the neck brace, and there is a satisfying V8 
roar from the twin exhausts under acceleration. 

Sophisticated 

It also has amazing grip thanks to the all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem but even then all the sophisticated electronics are bat¬ 
tling to keep it in straight line. 

If it looks like a flying machine without wings from the 
outside the interior is pure space age, featuring just about 
about every gadget, well most, you could want from a car 
costing more than £80,000. 

Well, that’s not strictly true and in this case the car was 
loaded with extras worth an eye-watering £30,000, including 
a Bang & Olufsen sound system at more than six grand. 

High tech features can include goodies such as cock- 
pit-style head-up display which projects info onto the wind¬ 
screen, multi-settings for engine management and suspen¬ 
sion set up via the intelligent central brain controlled from 
the console between the two front seats. This also controls 
music, navigation and telephone connections. 

Fixtures and fitting are pure luxury with a sporty look and 
soft touch finishes abound. 

The four interior seats are also sporty but comfortable. 
Made from honeycombed quilted leather with grey stitching, 
they grip the occupants firmly but comfortably. 

Flying machine it may be but it is also fairly practical, 
comfortably accommodating four adults and features a 
large, shallow but long boot which is accessed via the large 
hatchback tailgate. 

The rear seats fold increasing the 535 litres stowage 
space to more than decent 1,390 litres. 

Fuel consumption is probably not an issue when forking 
out this much cash, but average consumption according 
to the car’s computer ended up at nearly 25mpg, not bad 
against a claimed 28.8mpg and I did not have to fill it up 
after every couple of lampposts. It seems odd to have stop/ 
start technology on such a car, but perhaps it did shift up 
that economy figure. 

The 560ps is not much good if the car won’t stay on the 
road and as you would expect of a car of this pedigree, the 
handling is faultless, with the all-wheel drive traction and sta¬ 
bility programmes making it cling to the road limpet like on 
fast corners. 

The ride however, can be like a go-kart especially when 
the dynamic option is selected on those engine manage¬ 
ment settings. Even when switched to comfort mode the 
ride is borderline harsh. But if you buy a sporty car like this, 
that probably is not an issue. 

Sports car performance with a bit on top, plus cutting 
edge technology and car park kudos, it’s great, but what 
a price.

BRITAIN’S wheelchair tennis star Jor¬ 
danne Whiley has won the second Grand 
Slam title of her career at Roland Garros. 

Whiley, from Halesowen who is now 
ranked No.2 in the world, was partnering 
Japan’s Yui Kamiji to win the women’s dou¬ 
bles wheelchair tennis title. 

The battling pair ended up beating Dutch 
top seeds Jiske Griffioen and Aniek van 
Koot 7-6(3), 3-6, (10-8) in a thrilling final 
which saw Whiley having to stop to make 
adjustments to the straps which aid her 
stability. 

It’s the second successive Grand Slam 
title for the Whiley and Kamiji, who won the 
women’s doubles at the Australian Open in 
January after ending 2013 by winning the 
Doubles Masters in California, USA. 

The second seeds took a 5-3 lead in Paris 
and came within two points of taking the

first set in both the tenth and twelfth 
games, but Griffioen and van Koot, who 
won all four Grand Slam titles in 2013, dug 
deep and forced the eventual winners into 
a tie-break. 

However, Whiley and Kamiji didn’t look 
back after taking a 4-2 lead in the tie-break 
and converted the first of three set points. 

Whiley and Kamiji went on to race to a 
3-0 second set lead, but defending champi¬ 
ons Griffioen and van Koot forced the decid¬ 
ing match tie-break. 

The British-Japanese duo took a 4-1 lead 
in the decider, before Griffioen and van 
Koot drew level at 6-6 and 8-8. 

It was then that Whiley was having to 
recover from having one of the straps that 


helps her stability in her tennis wheelchair 
break at 8-8. However, she and Kamiji ulti¬ 
mately held firm to clinch their first match 
point and seal a fine victory. 

“I can’t believe it, I’m so pleased to win 
our second Grand Slam title together,” said 
Whiley. 

“It was such a tense final and the break 
at 8-8 in the match tie-break after my strap 
broke allowed me to calm my nerves, so it 
must have been fate,’’added Whiley 

“After being a member of the GB team 
that finished with a silver medal behind 
the Netherlands last weekend at the World 
Team Cup, this is a fabulous way to end two 
very big weeks. 

“It’s another major success helped by 
the amazing support I get from the Tennis 
Foundation and UK Sport through Na¬ 
tional Lottery funding.” .

Butler signed a two-year deal with Shef¬ 
field United last week and will officially 
join the Blades on July 1.

It is hoped Mr Walker, 
who made 534 appearances 
for Walsall, will appear at an 
event at Pelsall Social Club 
in late July and details are 
being arranged in the com¬ 
ing days. 

Player manager Andrew 
Bentley said: “He asked if 
there was anything he could 
do so it looks like he will do 
this evening for us.
